WHAT PEOPLE ASK, SAY 


: The most often repeated ques- 
tion asked us as we meet people 
in downtown Upland is: ‘Do 
you think the parking district 
is ever going to be realized?”’ 
: Another frequent observation 
is: “Isn’t this town changing!”’ 
Surprising as it may seem, one 
pioneer citrus grower said the 
other day: “The orange grow- 
ers are mighty lucky when sub- 
dividers want to buy property.” 
A San Antonio Heights ‘resi- 
dent who is very loyal to Up- 
land said: “If your paper is 
still interested in finding out 
what is needed in Upland, tel 
the public the city dump should 
be controlled among the first 
projects.”’. And then he. observ-. 
ed: ‘‘While I live quite a dis- 
tance from the dump, I know 
the smoke and the litter, blown 
by the wind from the dump, is 
very bad for the community.” 
The city maintains a 10-min- 
ute parking zone day and night 
in front of the Upland post of- 
fice. Motorists who attend the 
Grove theater frequently — find 
“pink slips’’, citations, on their 
windshields when the show is 
ever.. One citizen, who by the 
way was not a victim of being 
caught, said: “I think the park- 
ing zone should be_ better il- 
luminated because it is not suf- 
fyciently marked to warn people 
who park after dark. At least, 
the violations are so frequent, 
something must be wrong.’’ 


EXCESS TAX VOTE 


Another question asked re- 
cently is this: ‘“‘Why does the 
Upland school district need to 
have an ‘‘excess tax rate elec- 
tion?”’ 

That’s a timely question in 
view of the, Nov. 22 date for 
going to the polls. By law, pass- 
ed more than 20 years ago, 
school districts could not have 
a rate higher than 90 cents “for 
each’ $100 of assessed valuation. 
Value of the dollar has changed 
considerably in 20 years. A later 
law permitted school boards to 
levy ‘‘excess rates’’ if local 
taxpayers. approved. 

Thus, Uplanders have been 
voting ‘‘excess rates’’ for sever- 
al ,years..When such a rate is 
voted, it is in effect five years. 
And: so itis time. again to pre- 
sent to the public the question: 

“Shall the local’ school tax 
rate be in excess of the statu- 
tory limit’ by 30 cents?” 

Some -very drastic.. changes 


will have to be made in ‘the 
local: educational program if 
voters say ‘‘No.’”? Frankly, it 


would :-be disastrous to the high 
level of our-educational program 
if the. board members: had to 
reduce their outlays. 

We heartily endorse the Nov. 
22. opportunity to continue the 


present educational program 
here. 
Like almost . everyone else, 


we are very concerned about 
expenditures by public agencies. 
The Upland school district, we 
believe, however, is very eco- 
nomically administered by ‘the 
board members, and Superin- 


has: been accomplished and the 
fine educational program here 
merits continued support.

Father of the present. Upland 
pioneer helped build what is now 
the Frank Buffington residence 
at Euclid Ave. and 16th St. 

“Frank Buffington’s folks mov- 
ed to the community about the 
same time as the Bodenhamers 
but I was here a few months 
ahead of Frank.’’ 

And so by the narrow margin 
of only a very short time Mr. 
Bodenhamer has the distinction 
today of being Upland’s pioneer 
resident. 

Years ago he and'Mrs. Boden- 
hamer,,a son and a daughter 
moved to the Mountain Ave. res- 
idence, where the couple has lived 
ever since. He retired as field 
foreman for the former Mt. View 
Fruit Assn., after having served 
with the association 29 years. 

“When we came here, our pres- 
ent home. address was a long 
ways out in the country and there 
was nothing here — just barren 


‘land,’’ continued the citrus grow- 


er who on Friday will observe 
his 81st birthday anniversary. 

“It has been a wonderful life 
to be in the Upland district all 
these years. I have greatly en- 
joyed my lifé here among many 
wonderful friends.’’

As to the early period, the Up- 
lander said that citrus was an 
unknown crop in this area. A 
few acres of oranges and lemons 
were set out by various people 
as an experiment. Hay, grain, 
beans and other more familiar 
farm crops were more common 
when the Bodenhamers arrived 
72 years ago. 

Ontario was the center of com- 
munity life with a few residences 
and a store being in what was 
known as ‘‘North Ontario.’’ Later 
the Chaffey brothers came. The 
Santa Fe right-of-way was estab- 
lished and a land boom followed. 
Citrus became more extensive 
and in the latter part of the 19th 
century citrus groves began to 
be spread over more of the.com- 
munity.

Ostracism Is 
Lot For Aid 
To Negroes 


The incredible bitterness of 
some white people over the edu- 
cation of southern Negroes was 
told, by Mrs. Harry A. Brandt, 
wife of the president of the Mary 
Holmes. Junior college, West 
Point, Miss., when sHe addressed 
the morning meeting of the Up- 
land Presbyterian Women’s Assn. 
Thursday. Mrs. Arthur Flum, 
president, presided. 

“This college,’’ Mrs. Brandt 
said, ‘‘for 200 negro students has 
been operated by the Presbyter- 
ian church 63 years. During that 
time it has burned to the ground 
four times. because white people 
object so strenuously to education 
for the Negros’’. 

During the several years Mrs. 
Brandt has lived in West Point, 
she has never received an invi- 
tation into the home of a white 
woman because of her associa- 
tion with Negroes. 

The school places emphasis on 
teacher training and she said in- 
adequate diet is largely responsi- 
ble for the lethargy of the Ne- 
groes. After several months of 
good food students are full of 
pep. She expressed her personal 
feeling that the Negro is not quite 
ready to assume his place in ac- 
cordance with the supreme court 
decision on racial segregation.
